Wide and connected to 
Didsbury’s hot spots, is 
what the Didsbury Environ¬ 
mental Advisory Board 
(DEAB) suggested to the 
Didsbury Town Council at 
the June 14 Council meeting, 
regarding new pathways in 
town. 

At the last Council meet¬ 
ing, Council passed a mo¬ 
tion to move ahead on the 
Centennial Pathway, which 
is to be part of Memorial 
Park. Steven Dodyk of 
DEAB, gave a presentation 
to Council, letting them 
know that DEAB would like 
some input on the project, 
and future pathway projects. 

“I know that the path¬ 
way is moving along and 1 
would like to ask Council 
for DEAB to have an oppor¬ 
tunity to put some input into 
the planning of it,” said 
Dodyk. 

“First we need to decide 
what we want this pathway 
to do for Didsbury. Do we 
want to improve the aes¬ 
thetics of the town, or in¬ 
crease physical activity, or 
do we want people to have a 
peaceful stroll? If so, I think 
a circle route would be best.” 

Dodyk also mentioned 
connecting all the current 
pathways in town to one cir¬ 
cular path that goes around 
town. 

“We should take advan¬ 
tage of the current informal

paths around town,” said 
Dodyk. “In my opinion Main 
St. should be the backbone 
of the pathway. The path 
should connect major points 
of the population. I think 
the Town should start with 
in-town paths, then move 
onto a path around town 
connecting the rest.” 

As for the size of the path, 
Dodyk suggests an eight 
foot pathway, that will give 
people enough room to pass, 
or walk comfortably beside 
someone else. 

“Working together we can 
hopefully improve the envi¬ 
ronment for all 

Didsburians,” said Dodyk. 


“We would just like a role 
in planning, to put the voice 
of the people first.” 

Lastly Dodyk suggested 
the Town becoming a mem¬ 
ber of the Alberta Trail Net 
Society, which would send 
them information that could 
help avoid possible problems 
in the future. 

“The information from 
DEAB about having down¬ 
town connections and keep¬ 
ing the trail wide are good 
ideas,” said mayor Dorothy 
Moore. “Four feet isn’t that 
wide to walk beside someone 
else. It was great informa¬ 
tion and Council will con¬ 
sider it.”

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Council Highlights - June 14,2005 


Parking Study: In the fall 
of 2004, Council requested that 
Administration undertake a 
Parking Survey to: 

a. Determine whether 
there is a lack of parking in the 
downtown core, and 

b. If there is a lack of park¬ 
ing due to staff parking on the 
street for the entire day, and 

c. To suggest possible solu¬ 
tions to the lack of parking 
spaces. 

Alison Williams, who for¬ 
merly was head of planning for 
the Mountain View County has 
found a file on a previous park¬ 
ing study done by the Red Deer 
Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion. The Red Deer Planning 
Commission was requested by 
the Didsbury Town Council to 
examine parking in the com¬ 
mercial centre, following repre¬ 
sentations by the Chamber of 
Commerce. Chamber members 
had expressed concern over the 
heavy use of existing stalls, on 
street parking by business- 
owners and staff and the loss 
of the Town Office car park. 

In light of this new informa¬ 
tion, Administration made a 
decision to incorporate some of 
the historical data into the 
Parking Survey report that 
Administration believes will 
give Council a more complete 
picture of long term trends. 

Ross Ford Playground 
Request: The playground 
equipment at the Ross Ford and 
Westglen School is to be re¬ 
moved this spring, as it no 
longer complies with safety 
regulations. A group of parents 
are trying to raise funds to re¬ 
place the playground equip¬ 
ment through bake sales, book 
sales and other fund raising 
activities. They met with 
C.A.O. Brian Irvine who offered 
advice as to how they might 
capture a CFEP grant that 
would match funds on a dollar 
for dollar basis. 

On March 8 th , 2005, Council 
was requested to provide a let¬ 
ter of support to the project and 
this letter was sent to the 
school. 

In our 2005 budget, $10,000 
was allocated for replacement 
of playground equipment. The 
dollars that Council decides to 
dedicate to the project, may 
capture an equal amount from 
a CFEP grant, thereby provid¬ 
ing more money for the play¬ 
ground equipment. 

On April 19 th , 2005, Mayor 
Moore, Councillor Wittal, 
Councillor Davidson, Council¬ 
lor Dodyk and Interim C.A.O. 
Roy Brown met with the Prin¬ 
cipal and Vice Principal of the 
School to discuss the project 
and to discuss questions re¬ 
garding joint use and the gen¬ 
eral condition of all school 
property. 

Mayor Moore and Deputy 
Mayor Neufeld met with the 
Chair of Chinook’s Edge, Roy 
Brassard, and the Corporate 
Secretary, Theressa Dersch, on 
June 2 nd , 2005. 

Only $10,000 was budgeted 
for playground equipment for 
the entire town. As such, if the 
entire $10,000 is allocated to 
this project, there will be no 
additional monies for other 


playground equipment during 
this fiscal year. 

Council has postponed this 
issue for discussion at the June 
21, 2005 Committee of the 
Whole Meeting. 

Red Deer River Users 
Group: At the May 31, 2005 
Regular Council Meeting, 
Council received information 
from Ray Romanetz, Treasurer 
of the Red Deer River Munici¬ 
pal Users Group asking mu¬ 
nicipalities who use the Red 
Deer River water resources to 
indicate whether they would 
support a $0.50 per capita req¬ 
uisition. Based on Didsbury’s 
population of 3932 this would 
equate to $1,966. 

At the May 31, 2005 Regular 
Council Meeting, Council 
moved to support the $0.50 per 
capita requisition for $1966.00 
to the Red Deer Municipal Us¬ 
ers Group to be used in hiring 
a consultant provided the 
Mountain View Regional Water 
Commission subsidizes the 
Town of Didsbury for the full 
amount. 

Delegation: The Didsbury 
Environmental Advisory Board 
(DEAB) requested an opportu¬ 
nity to present a delegation to 
Council to discuss the Centen¬ 
nial Pathway. They wanted to 
make a proposal outlining 
characteristics of the trail. 
DEAB also felt like they had a 
great deal to offer in the plan¬ 
ning of the trail and would like 
to be a part of the planning 
process. 

Smoking Bylaw 93-17: 

Bylaw 93-17 was last amended 
on August 21“*, 2002. Since 
this amendment the Town of 
Didsbury has purchased the 
Train Station and has sold the 
Westerdale Building. 

Concerns of confusion about 
whether smoking was allowed 
or not smoking at the Fire¬ 
man’s Cabaret renewed discus¬ 
sion with regards to the Town 
of Didsbury’s Smoking Bylaw. 

Council discussed at the 
June 7 th , 2005 Committee of the 
Whole meeting updating the 
Smoking bylaw as to the list of 
town owned buildings and 
whether Council should begin 
another public process to in¬ 
quire whether there is sufficient 
support for all Town owned 
buildings including the MPR to 
become smoke free. 

Council directed Adminis¬ 
tration to update the current 
Bylaw to reflect current town 
buildings, and further, if an 
event held in the Multi Purpose 
Room is a function open to the 
public the sponsors of the event 
must advertise the function as 
either smoking or non-smok¬ 
ing and signs must be posted 
at the event indicating same. 

Town Office Renovations 
and Additions: At the June 
7 th , 2005 Committee of the 
Whole meeting. Council agreed 
to add one clerical person to the 
Town office staff to support the 
work of Brenda Hemming, the 
Director of Corporate Services. 
Council will be asked to offi¬ 
cially agree to this position at 
this Council meeting. 


This new position will cre¬ 
ate a shortage of workspace in 
the Town office. It is proposed 
that a wall be supplied and in¬ 
stalled in the present waiting 
area of the Town office and that 
the Executive Assistant to the 
Chief Administrative Officer be 
moved into the newly created 
office. The new staff person 
would take the present Execu¬ 
tive Assistant’s desk. Part of 
her duties will be coverage of 
the front counter during lunch 
hour and answering the tel¬ 
ephone. 

Council’s approval to have 
a wall supplied and installed, 
to move one fluorescent light 
and have a second one installed, 
to provide the necessary elec¬ 
trical outlets including tel¬ 
ephone and computer data lines 
and to supply and install base¬ 
boards and a door is requested. 

Didsbury & District His¬ 
torical Society: The 

Didsbury and District Histori¬ 
cal Society are preparing for 
their summer activities and 
would like to receive an ad¬ 
vance on the annual grant of 
$4000.00 from the Grants to 
Individuals & Organizations - 
Administration portion of the 
budget. 

Council approved to provide 
the Didsbury and District His¬ 
torical Society an advance of 
$2000 and the remaining $2000 
after July 1, 2005. 

Town of Didsbury Pin 
Request: Council approved to 
donate 350 Town of Didsbury 
Pins to the Didsbury Hospital 
Ladies Auxiliary to take with 
them to the spring Convention 
in Saskatchewan in 2006. 

Cemetery Plot: The family 
of a resident of the Town pur¬ 
chased a double plot in the 
Didsbury Cemetery for the cou¬ 
ple upon the death of the Fa¬ 
ther in December of 1981. 

Since that time the Mother 
has decided that she does not 
wish to be buried in the cem¬ 
etery and the daughter is re¬ 
questing a refund of the price 
of the plot. 

Under the terms of Bylaw 99- 
OS, Section 3: “That no plot 
shall be sold other than to the 
Town of Didsbury, at 85°/( of 
the market value of the plot, at 
the date of resale. A copy of the 
original receipt must be submit¬ 
ted as “Proof of Purchase". 


Neither daughter nor the 
family have the original “Proof 
of Purchase” and the records 
of the Town do not go back to 
1981, so there is no way that 
the Town can trace the pay¬ 
ment. 

Wittal stated that Council 
must follow the Bylaw and that 
being said, Council could not 
provide the refund based on the 
current bylaw unless Council 
amends the Bylaw. If the Town 
gives a refund without a proof 
of purchase the Town is con¬ 
travening the Bylaw. 

Council directed Adminis¬ 
tration to bring an amendment 
of the Bylaw to Council cover¬ 
ing cemetery plots to allow for 
the constituted proof of pur¬ 
chase based on ownership of 
the lots and that it be main¬ 
tained at the existing 85% of 
present market value and that 
once this change has been ap¬ 
proved that the amended Bylaw 
be brought back to Council and 
that Administration is to con¬ 
tact the family. 

Date for Assessment Re¬ 
view Board Hearing: The 

2005 Tax Notices were mailed 
on June 5, 2005. A date needed 
to be set for the Assessment 
Review Board hearing. 

Section 462 of the Municipal 
Government Act (MGA) out¬ 
lines the requirement that a 
complainant must be given at 
least 14 days notice of the date 
of the hearing. Administra¬ 
tion recommended the date be 
set for July 11, 2005 at 7:00 pm 
in the evening at the Town of 
Didsbury Council Chambers. 
The designated officer (the Di¬ 
rector of Corporate Services) 
will be away on vacation from 
July 13, 2005 until August 8, 
2005. Frank Watson, our as¬ 
sessor suggests that when we 
receive an appeal, our staff can 
phone the complainant and ad¬ 
vise them of the date. Section 
462 (2) says “the notice period 
required under subsection (1) 
(b) may be reduced with the 
consent of all persons who are 
to be notified under that sub¬ 
section.” 

Council approved July 11, 
2005 as the date of the Assess¬ 
ment Review Board Hearing 
and that the hearing be held in 
the Town of Didsbury Council 
Chambers at 7:00 pm. 

Date for Public Auction: 

On March 31, 2005, Tax Noti¬ 


fication was placed on nineteen 
(19) parcels within the Town of 
Didsbury. These tax accounts 
were two (2) year arrears. 

Section 418 (1) of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Government Act (MGA) 
says that “Each municipality 
must offer for sale at a public 
auction any parcel of land 
shown on its tax arrears list if 
the tax arrears are not paid.” 

Section 421 (1) of the Mu¬ 
nicipal Government Act (MGA) 
says that the municipality must 
advertise the public auction “in 
one issue of The Alberta Ga¬ 
zette, not less than 40 days and 
not more than 90 days before 
the date on which the public 
auction is to be held...” 

To allow sufficient time for 
this advertising requirement 
and the Alberta Gazette dead¬ 
line, administration is recom¬ 
mending that the date for the 
Public Auction be set for Sep¬ 
tember 30, 2005. Council ap¬ 
proved this date. 

Infrastructure Canada - 
Alberta Program (ICAP): 

Additional monies from ICAP 
might be available if we made 
immediate application. Mike 
Phillips has quickly put this 
application together. Council 
endorsed this application for 2/ 
3 of the $315,500 that would be 
needed for the Rosebud Indus¬ 
trial Lift Station and Mains 
under the Infrastructure 
Canada-Alberta Program. 

Special Areas Project: 

Mayor Moore provided infor¬ 
mation regarding a meeting to 
discuss the water diversion 
proposal for eastern Alberta. 
Mayor Moore would like as 
many members of Council and 
the community to attend and 
asked if anyone could attend the 
meeting in Carstairs on June 
16, 2005 at 7 pm at the Carstairs 
Community Hall. A question¬ 
naire, which Mayor Moore pro¬ 
vided is to be answered. The 
expectation is to divert water 
into open ditches in the east¬ 
ern end of the province. There 
will be another meeting in Red 
Deer at the Black Knight Inn 
on June 22 at 7 to 9:30 pm. 

Appointment of Acting 
Director of Operational 

Services: Council approved 
and ratified the appointment 
of Darcy Austin as Acting 
Director of Operational 
Services.

ACCESS TO INFORMA 
NEEDS CONSERVATIVE 


Myron Thompson, Mem¬ 
ber of Parliament for Wild 
Rose says that this week’s 
report by John Reid, the 
out-going Information Com¬ 
missioner of Canada, in 
which he states the govern¬ 
ment is seized by a culture 
of distrust and resistant to 
the law, is just business as 
usual when it comes to the 
Liberal party and access to 
information. 

“The Information Com¬ 
missioner stated clearly 
that he has not been able to 
crack the conspiracy of si¬ 
lence, even from the high¬ 
est levels of government 
during his seven year 
term,” said Thompson. 
“This individual worked 
tirelessly in his pursuit for 
an independent and open 
government.” 

“It’s clear that this sys¬ 
tem must be radically 
changed and that we need 
to put in place mechanisms 
to bring back accountabil¬ 
ity and integrity to govern¬ 
ment.

"■Establish a Cabinet-con¬ 
fidence exclusion, subject to 
review by the Information 
Commissioner. 

■"Establish a duty on pub¬ 
lic officials to create the 
records necessary to docu¬ 
ment their actions and deci-

interest override for all ex¬ 
emptions, in that the public 
interest should come before 
the secrecy of government. 

*Make all exemptions dis¬ 
cretionary and subject to an 
injury test. 

“The Information Com¬ 
missioner made it very clear 
that if the government had 
improved the Access to In¬ 
formation Act and provided 
for the ability to gain access 
to Foundations and Crown 
Corporations, the recent 
scandals would never have 
occurred,” said Thompson. 

“During the Liberals’ 
mandate, instead of making 
government information more 
accessible, they have in fact 
tried to suppress more of it. 
Instead of improving the Infor¬ 
mation Act, they would like to 
make it more difficult. Only a 
Conservative government has 
the political will to truly im¬ 
prove Canadians' access to in¬ 
formation,” concluded 
Thompson. 
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Friends of Medicare upset over Supreme Court ruling

The Supreme Court of 
Canada decision in the 
Chaoulli case is a wake-up 
call to Albertans. We need to 
make sure that our province 
funds and delivers a public 
health care system focused 
on quality health outcomes. 
Such a health system will 
not be threatened by the pri¬ 
vatization industry. 

The Supreme Court 
struck down a Quebec law 
banning private insurance 
for services covered under 
Medicare. The high court 
ruled that the law violates 
Quebec’s charter of rights. 

Friends of Medicare is 
disappointed in the Supreme 
Court because its ruling 
flies in the face of poll after 
poll which has shown strong 
support from citizens for 
single-tier health care, with 
service based on need rather 
than ability to pay. 

Albertans strongly cher¬ 
ish the notion that we are 
all equal within our public 
health care system. With 
this ruling, the door is open 
to health care access de¬ 
pending on one’s financial 
resources. 

I have no doubt that there 
will be other cases coming 
forward. Pressure to strike 
down the rules of Medicare 
will come from health-care 
corporations that want new 
market opportunities. 

The best defence against 
the coming privatization of¬ 
fence is to make sure our 
public health care system in 
Alberta is solidly funded and 
delivers quality health out¬ 
come. 

Thankfully the province 
has a template from its re¬ 
cent Symposium on Health. 
The majority of speakers 


said that for-profit delivery 
is no cure for health issues 
like waiting lists. The mes¬ 
sage was that quality health 
outcomes must be the first 
focus of health reform. Fur¬ 
ther, the international ex¬ 
perts stated that quality 
health reform should be 
based on the evidence. 

There will be no market 


in for-profit private health 
insurance or delivery if 
Medicare in Alberta has a 
cost-effective and quality 
delivered public health care 
system.

MPR: smoking or non

Important questions 
were raised to Town 
Council after com¬ 
plaints came following 
this year’s Fireman’s 
Cabaret and the smok¬ 
ing that was allowed 
inside the Didsbury’s 
Multi-Purpose Room 
(MPR) in the Memorial 
Complex. 

Following these com¬ 
plaints, Council dis¬ 
cussed the issue at the 
June 7 Committee of 
the Whole meeting, and 
together came up with 
some points to consider 
if they were to make 
the MPR smoke free. 

Council considered 
that it would be diffi¬ 
cult to argue against 
the health related con¬ 
cerns relative to smok¬ 
ing. Town also looked 
at the fact the MPR is 
a source of revenue for 
the Town and some 
renters want a venue 
where they might per¬ 
mit smoking. 

Presently the venti¬ 
lation in the MPR is

not at a level that many 
people would want it to 
be, and when smoking 
is permitted the smoke 
lingers and does affect 
the next party that uses 
the facility. Also main¬ 
tenance costs of smok¬ 
ing facilities are 
greater than non¬ 
smoking facilities. 

Council decided that 
it would be possible to 
require renters of the 
facility who are using 
the MPR for a public 
function to advertise 
the function as either 
smoking or non, and 
signs must be posted at 
the event indicating the 
same. At last Tuesday's 
Council meeting. 
Council passed three 
readings, amending the 
Smoking Bylaw 93-17 
to include that in it. 

“We have these big 
‘Choose Wei 1 Chal¬ 
lenge’ signs hanging in 
town, then we have a 


public smoking facil¬ 
ity,” said councillor 
Stephanie Dodyk. “I 
think it is very ironic.” 

The bylaw, which 
was last amended on 
August 21, 2002, was 
also amended to in¬ 


clude the Train Sta¬ 
tion, which is now 
owned by the Town, 
and the Westerdale 
Building was deleted 
from the bylaw. “We 
decided that a function 
must announce if it is 


going to be smoking or 
non,” said mayor 
Dorothy Moore. “Not a 
private function such 
as a wedding, but just 
the public ones. That 
way a person can de¬ 
cide if they would like 


to attend or not. Then 
we are going to read¬ 
dress the issue in the 
Fall. We held a Town 
Hall meeting about 


Agricultural producers have 
been returning pesticide con¬ 
tainers for recycling for more 
than 15 years, through a very 
successful program administered 
by CropLife Canada.

Living in the fast lane 



Ryan Eaton 


Life for this ten year old 
has become quite fast paced 
since last year when he got 
his first junior dragster. 
Since then Ryan Eaton 
spends every weekend on the 
road, and that is just fine 
with him. 

“I used to race soap box 
derby cars, and I won lots 
of trophies and plaques,” 
said Eaton. “Then my dad 
asked me if I wanted to try 
drag racing, I said sure.” 

Eaton got his first drag¬ 
ster from Cosby 

Motorsports West, along 
with a suit, gloves and a 
helmet. The dragster had a 


motor but was not painted 
when Eaton got it. 

Once the dragster was 
ready to go, it was the mid¬ 
dle of last season and so 
Eaton jumped right in. 

“I have done about 18 
races now,” said Eaton. “I 
love going that fast. It was 
a little scary at first, but I 
got used to it. Sometimes 
when I shoot back in my 
seat I still get a little 
scared.” 

On June 12, Eaton was 
competing in Medicine Hat 
and was automatically sent 
to the semifinals when he 
got a bye for having the 


best reaction time. 

“A bye means I automati¬ 
cally get to move to the next 
round,” said Eaton. 

In the semifinals Eaton 
lost due to slow reaction 
time. 

Each race is an eighth of 
a mile, and dragsters under 
the age of 12 can not go 
faster than 8.9 seconds. At 
8.9 seconds in the 1/8 mile, 
the junior dragster would be 
going approximately 70 miles 
per hour. 

“Once when 1 was racing 
in Calgary I got a perfect re¬ 
action time, that was the 
best I ever did,” said Eaton. 


On June 24, Eaton will 
travel to Edmonton to com¬ 
pete in Nationals. At Na¬ 
tionals he will be up against 
other drag racers from all 
over North America. This is 
a three day race, and Eaton 
is very excited to partici¬ 
pate. 

As far as his plans for the 
future, Eaton will continue 
to drag race till he is 16 
years old, then he wants to 
race around in a circle. 

“I really like doing it, I 
like going fast,” said Eaton. 
“My car was in the Show and 
Shine this year and that was 
cool. People really liked it.”

this because my best friend 
Terry was diagnosed and 
treated for breast cancer in 
January and treated in Feb¬ 
ruary,” said Tippe. “I want 
to support her. I am also 
doing it because one in every 
27 women die from breast 
cancer.” 

McEwan, who says she is 
doing fine now, is doing the 
walk because she has lost 
friends and family to breast 
cancer. To participate in the 
Walk the women must each 


raise $2000, and also train 
for walking 30 km, two 
days in a row. 

To help them raise the 
money the women will be 
holding a garage sale on 
June 25, with all proceeds 
going to breast cancer re¬ 
search. The location of the 
sale is undecided now, but 
watch for the posters. If 
you have any gently used 
items you would like to 
donate to the sale, you can 
contact Tippe at 335-4123.

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QUESTION: Schools are asked to accomplish many 
things on behalf of our kids today. What part of the cur¬ 
riculum would you give the greatest priority? 

DR. DOBSON: Schools that try to do everything may 
wind up doing very little. That's why I believe we should 
give priority to the academic fundamentals — what used to 
be called "readin 1 , writin', and rithmetic." Of those three, 
the most important is basic literacy. An appalling number 
of students graduating from high school can't even read 
the employment page of the newspaper or comprehend an 
elementary book. Every one of those young men and women 
will suffer years of pain and embarrassment because of 
our failure. That misery starts at a very young age. 

A lOth-grade boy was once referred to me because he 
was dropping out of school. I asked why he was quitting, 
and he said with great passion: "Tve been miserable since 
first grade. I've felt embarrassed and stupid every year. 
I've had to stand up and read, but I can't even understand 
a second-grade book. You people have had your last laugh 
at me. I'm getting out." I told him I didn't blame him for 
the way he felt. His suffering was our responsibility. 

Teaching children to read should be "job one" for educa¬ 
tors. Giving boys and girls that basic skill is the founda¬ 
tion on which other learning is built. Unfortunately, mil¬ 
lions of young people are still functionally illiterate after 
completing 12 years of schooling and receiving high school 
diplomas. There is no excuse for this failure. 

Research shows that every student, with very few ex¬ 
ceptions, can be taught to read if the task is approached 
creatively and individually. Admittedly, some can't learn 
in group settings because their minds wander and they 
don't ask questions as readily. They require one-on-one 
instruction from trained reading specialists. It is expen¬ 
sive for schools to support these remedial teachers, but no 
expenditure would be more helpful. Special techniques, 
teaching machines and behavior modification techniques 
can work in individual cases. 

Whatever is required, we must provide it. Furthermore, 
the sooner this help can be given, the better for the emo¬ 
tional and academic well-being of the child. By the fourth 
or fifth grades, he or she has already suffered the humili¬ 
ation of reading failure. 

QUESTION: We need a little more income to make it 
in my family, but I have preschool children and don't want 
to seek employment outside the home. Is there an alterna¬ 
tive for me to pursue? 

DR. DOBSON: You might want to consider building a 
home-based business that can be done while taking care of 
your children and keeping your sanity. Among the possi¬ 
bilities are catering, desktop publishing, pet grooming, 
sewing, consulting, transcribing legal documents or even 
mail-order sales. 

Choosing which business is right for you is the first of 
three practical steps suggested by Donna Partow, author 
of the book "Homemade Business" ($6, Focus on the Fam¬ 
ily Publishing). You can start your own enterprise by tak¬ 
ing a personal skills and interests inventory to identify 
your particular abilities and what you might like doing 
the best. The second step is to do your homework. Begin 
by asking your librarian to help you research your chosen 
field. Check out books, magazines and newspaper articles. 
Talk to other people who have done what you'd like to do. 
Join an industry organization and a network of like-minded 
people. Subscribe to industry publications. 

According to Mrs. Partow, the third step is to marshal 
as much support as you can. Get your children, your 
spouse and your friends on your side. Setting up a small 
business can be stressful, and you'll need as much encour¬ 
agement as you can get. If you've been torn between fam¬ 
ily and finances, having a home-based business may turn 
out to be the best of both worlds.
